DYNAMITE LV LONDON- 

Anarchist Fiends Talk of an Extensive Plan 
of Murderous Operations. 

NEW Vonc, Dec. 11.— Tho Sun's London 
cable eays it is now London's turn to be put 
under the terror of dynamite Bends. A 
gigantio plot is on tho eve of oxeoutlon, and 
the utmost energies uf the Government are 
being c.wtod to avert a catastrophe. The 
police know that the Anarchists had planned 
a frightful roveuge for the extradition of 
thoir comrudc, Francois, hut they do not 
know just where tho blow is to fall. The 
remit is that Westminster abbey, the 
Downing street law courts and other public 
buildings are guarded day anil uight by an 
army of detectives. An explosion was ex- 
pected to take place last night, and 300aien 
from Scotland Yard guarded the Parliament 
building alone. A detective stood iu front 
of every door and window aud at every 
corner and angle. Tno residences of the 
detectives who arrested Francois, anil the 
magistrates who heard the case, and the 
court and jail whero he was confined M-ere 
similarly protected. The fact that nothing 
has happened does not provo the alarm to 
ho biselesa. Information which the agonts 
of Scotland Yard gainoil a f»W days ago 
among the Anarchists is said to he very 
authentic. 

The plotters have an ample supply of 
dynamite and luck only a reliable detonator 
for the exploding sj-psrSt is, Thi» thai? 
conferees iu Paris agree bo supply. The 
strictest watch lias becu maintained ever 
since at Dover, Folkestone and other chan- 
nel porta to detect the device in transit if 
possible. It has uot ye' been discovered, 
and the detectives pressmably are ignorant 
whether it ha3 yet beer delivered. Several 
anarchists in London n o under suspicion, 
but as the locutiou of tbo incriminating ex- 
plosive is unknown coarrost has been made, 
As soon as the investigation has progressed 
further, it is said D be the plan to throw 
out a dragnet Buidenly and arrest many 
suspected dynamiters in London. Tbo 
police force wHch ia maintaining apeciul 
guard over the government buildings will 
be continued. 



City Solicitor Hn'mraersley'S Drafted Agree- 
ment Recommended— Passage of New 
Railroad Ily-Laws-The New Park. 

Vancouver, Dec. 1J?.— (Special.) — A com- 
mittee of six wus appointed by tho mayor 
to-night to confer with a committee from 
tho board of trade re tho dry dock scheme. 

Tho council have recommended Hammer- 
aley's drafted agreement to the incoming 
council with reference to a city solicitor, 
with tbo exception of cutting down the 
proposed salary from ?-,riOO to §-2,000 per 
year. 

The new railroad by-laws passed their 
third leading this evening with a dual 
wriggle from Aid. Collins, who thought the 
city might he responsible for all three hy- 
lawH, namely $200,000. Ho wished to sub- 
mit the by-laws to Lawyer Richards, of 
Victoria, for an opinion. Mr. Rand was 
present and said the delay would be disas- 
trous as far us the bridge being built this 
year was concerned, and he had to meet 
capitalists at Taooma on Thursday.

Salvini, the younger, with whom Victor- 
ians had the pleasure of becoming acquaint- 
ed last e\euiug, is indeed a worthy son of his 
noble sire. Ho was born to the stage, und 
with tho advantages of early education in 
the profession he adorns, a presence majes- 
tic and heroic, and a voice full of both mel- 
ody and strength, his whole career has par- 
taken of the character of a triumphant 
inarch upward iii the ranks of tho stars of 
tho stage. 

It was as Philip d'Artagnan in Dumas' 
" Three Guardsmen," that Salvini made his 
first appearance in this city, an appearance 
that will long bo remembered with pleasure. 
The play ia a very careful dramatization of 
the novel, rtul the story loses nothing iu 
transfer to tho stage. The plot hinges upon 
tho search lor a diamond necklace, which 
the Queen has in a moment of infatuation 
given to her admirer, the Duke of Huck- 
ingham, although the jewels were 
the gift of Louis upon their bridal 
day. Their recovery by d'Artagnan, in 
time to sn.-o the Queen's life, is only accom- 
plished after he measures wits with the 
ambitious Cardinal, whose name has be- 
come a synonym for all that h unscrupu- 
lous in diplomacy. The drama is replete 
with soul-Stirring climaxes and enthralling 
situations, and its twelve or inoro scenes 
were presented last evening with a rapidity 
.unusual to the "house," and only made 
possible by elaborate lneehan'oal appli 
suets. 

As D'Artagnan, Salvini could scarcely 
have been improved upon. He carries 
everything before him with an impetuosity 
that is charming and which makes il appear 
no more than natural and in the order of 
events (ov him to challenge three utter 
siraniiers inside of ten minutes, kill a fourth 
or a fifth on his way to keep his appoint- 
ment, or swim back to Calais through a 
raging storm in timo to outwit crafty 
Cardinals and their clever tools. 

It is not easy to explain the way Salvini 
carries his audience with him through his 
multitudinous adventures, but he does it 
with a dash that is irresistible. Ah an 
actor he will compare with the best Victoria 
has soen in many years, his every movement 
being full of natural grace, daring and 
chivalry. 

But it must uot be thought for a moment 
that the company are seen only in the re- 
llected light of the star. Par from it. Mr. 
lien Johnson's Cardinal is a masterful piece 
of acting, so true to the life that 
it won the tribute of hisses from 
the gallery, so strongly did bis impersona- 
tion of the hypocrital churchman appeal to 
them. William Redmund is strong and nat- 
ural as Athoa, while William Ranous makes 
an admirable Buckingham, Of the ladies 
of the cast, Miss Herolde gives a queenly and 
a womanly Anne of Austria, Miss de For- 
rest makes a success of tho strong role of 
Lady de Winter, and Miss Dinon aa Con- 
stance is pretty, petite and witty, just the 
kind of a girl to capture t he heart of a 
musketeer. 

Costuming anil scenic effects, both good, 
contributed to tho success of lust night's 
production, which was only marred by the 
orchestration. Patrons of tho house have 
the satisfaction of knowing that it cannot 
become much worse. 

To night Salvini and his company will be 
seen for the last time in Victoria, Salvini 
appearing in the title role of " Don Ca-sar 
de Bazan."

Bntolli's ISecnll. 

New York, Doc 11. — Rumors reached 
this city, the World will say to-morrow, 
that Mgr. Sitolli has been recalled by the 
Popo because of his recent address on the 
school question. The text of the document, 
or the publishing of it, one or the other, or 
both, it is said, displeased Pope Leo. If 
tbo report be true, it somewhat complicates 
matters. What Mgr. Satolli Eaid of the 
school question is in accordance with the 
powers imparted to him, and -which were 
exercised at the Archbishops' council in re- 
gard to the school question. It is quite 
possible, however, that iu making a long 
address on the subject, which would have 
found its way into print, Mgr. S Uolli really 
offended tho Pope, nnd was, therefore, re"- 
ealled. It will bo remembered that Pope 
Leo XIII. is a diplomat, and keenly feels 
any jeopardizing undiplomatic move in a 
matter so ticklish a3 the school question in 
America. 

Ilelirlns Sen Matters. 

NiwY'oiik, Dec. 1 1.— Charles IL Tupper, 
tho Canadian minister of marine nnd fish- 
eries, returned on the Etruria on Saturday 
and said he had made a full report to tho 
Foreign Office on the Bohring sea seal fish- 
eries. Ho Baid that the Behring sea matter 
would no doubt bo amicably settled by the 
international board of arbitration that is to 
meet in Paris in January, ISO, 1 }. He does 
not bolievo that there is any ground for 
serious international complications to arise 
in regard to the matter. 

Great Northern Celebration. 

Seattle, Dec. 12.— (Special,)— A public 
meeting was held to-night, ut the call of tbo 
mayor, to consider a proposition to suitably 
celebrate the completion of the Great Nor- 
thern railway.

The 
facilities Tor transporting the ore to the 
smelter are ample, and as the company has 
the choico of smelter, pending the starting 
of their own furnace, there is & lively com- 
petition and cheap rates for the work. Mr.

beginning that before ho walks upon the 
scaffold he will have eased his conscience by 
confessing to the crime for which lie was 
convicted. While the trial was in progress 
it was noticed that he took more inteiest in 
it than he had shown at any time since his 
arrest, and when, after being sentenced to 
death, he was taken back to his cell, for the 
first time he lo3t his composure, and, break- 
ing down, wept liko a child. Since then he 
has been more cheerful, but nothing liko 
what he was before the trial, and it 
is evident he realizes the fate that 
is to be his. It is not the usual 
•custom to place additional guards over 
prisoners condemned to death until a short 
time before the day set for execution ; but 
as there are now two prisoners it has been 
thought advisable to put them under spocial 
guard. Tho Chinaman sentenced for tho 
Rivers Inlet murder is apparently con- 
tented, but many think lie will endeavor to 
put an end to himself rather than die on 
the scaffold, as was done in a Chinese case 
some years ago. 

Malcolm McNeil, one of the petit jurors 
for this assize, was prevented from being 
present on Saturday morning, having met 
with an accident in the mines— his head 
beiog severely injured by a fall of rock.

All 
were perfectly harmonious on the subject of 
protecting brands and trudo marks, but 
when the subject of forming a combination 
to protect the interests of cannerymen came 
up tho conference split. It was set forth 
that the canning business on the Columbia 
river had been carried on at a loss for sev- 
eral years past and unless some plan of pro- 
tection in the way of keeping up the prices 
was agreed upon, further results of a serious 
nature were sure to follow. A plan of in- 
corporating all the canneries on the ri\er in 
one company, and operating them under 
one management was proposed, but the 
diversity of opinion was so great that it 
was soon apparent that no definite result 
could be arrived at.

His Worship the Mayor then read his 
by-law providing for the stopping of a por- 
tion of Craigflower road, and the using of 
Catherine and Langford streets instead.

Re Victoria Lumber Company. — This was 
an appeal from a decision of the (Joint of 
Revision upholding an assessment of the 
company's lands for the purposes of taxation. 
E. V. ho lwell for tho Lumber company, 
appellants ; the Attorney-deneral for the 
Crown. Argument of appeal was adjourned 
by consent of counsel until Tuesday morn- 
ing at 1 1 o'clock. 

Canadian Pacific Railway Co. v. City of 
Vancouver. — This was an appeal from a 
judgment of Mr. Justice MoCrolght, deliv- 
ered July 18, 1882, refusing to continue an 
interlocutory injunction obtained by the 
plaintiff's to restrain the defendants from 
constructing an embankment of atone and 
earth as a continuation of (ic-ro avenue, 
Vancouver, across tho railway track of the 
company, such embankment being intended 
to facilitate the crossing of the C. P. R 
trucks by the public so oh to obtain necess 



to the harbor. The defendants having com- wo aro ablo to offer at very low prices. ' ocll 



menced construction of this embankment 
the plaintiff's brought this action us an ucticn 
of trespass against them, also claim- 
iig an injunction to restrain them 
from crossing tho track. The railway 
lino of the company was constructed 
(i ong the foreshoro in such«a manner as to 
bar access to the water from the foot of 
Gore avenue, and they claimed that thoy 
hid the exclusive right to that portion of 
t ie loreshoro occupied by their works under 
suction IS, sub-section "A" of their special 
act, 44 Vic. cap. 1 : "The company .shall 
have the right to take, use and hold the 
beach and land below the high water mark 
on any stream, lake, navigable water, gulf 
0.' sea, insofar as tho Bame shall bo vested in 
the Crown." it was contended by the Cuy 
o'. Vancouver that Ibis concession was iu- 
t nded to be subject to the common law 
t jht of the public to have i C ess to tho 
harbor for the purposes of navigation and 
otherwise; and that the right to prevent 
access on the part of the public to tho fore- 
S lore could only have been claimed if -:i fee 
simple in the lands covered by their works 
had been vested ill the railway company by 
their special act. 

It appeared that, in tho year 1SS5, tho 
lands in question having been vested in 
Messrs. Donald A. Smith and R. B Angus 
as trust ees for the said railway company, 
they had caused a plan to ho prepared and 
registered, which was accepted by the com- 
pany and liy tho Government, shelving Gore 
avenue as opened down to tho high 
water murk, and it was contended for the 
city of Vancouver that this plan constituted 
a dedication by the company to the public 
of the right of access to tho sea to thu same 
extent us tho right of access over the land 
would have been dedicated by a similar 
plan and registration. It was held by Mr. 
Justice MoCreight in effect that this plan 
and its registration constituted suoh a il<c!i- 
c ition, and that sec. 18 of the special act 
o.dy granted to Lhe company the right of 
user to such an extent us was necessary for 
the purposes of their railway, and was sub- 
ject to the pre-eminent common law right of 
the public to the foreshore. 

Hon. A N. Richards and H. I). Helmo- 
ken, for the appellant, contended that there 
was no dedication by the plan in question, 
because the company did not obtain by its 
statutory grant any right to alienate the 
property in question either by express grant 
or by implication for law, but that the only 
right was to use it themselves for the purpose 
indicated but that that right (f user in- 
cluded by implication the exclusion of all 
others; that tho foreshore of the harbor was 
vested in the Dominion Government; IIol- 
muu v. Green, S. C. R, , 707; Qaeddy v. 
Davidson, 10 S. C. R., '222; Vernon v. CP. 
R., judgment of Drake, J., li. C. Rep.; that 
the right of access to tho water doe.s not in- 
clude ihe right of employing artificial means 
and appliances in order to assist in getting 
to tho water; lilendell v Cat t rail, 5 15. and 
Aid., 301; that any right derived by the 
defendants from their Provincial statutory 
grant of the street down to high water mark 
dill not elfect tho exclusive right of tho 
plaintiff's to stop them at that point under 
the Dominion grant of uses of the foreshore 
A. St. G. Hammeraley for the respond 
entb: Tho City of Vancouver does not claim 
that it derived any right which infringed 
upo-i the rights of the Crown. The 
erection of any obstruction upon the 
foreshore for the purpose of obtaining 
access to the water is something 
that could only be complained of by Ihe 
Dominion Government. Tho C.P.R. oil 
not acquire an absolute right to the pro- 
perty by their railway tracks and works. 
They only obtained under their special act 
tho right to take, hold and use the property 
for the pu po ol of tin ir railway; that is, to 
iufringo upon the common law right of the 
public in relation to the foreshore only in BO 
far as is necessary to carry on the operation 
of their railway. The company are here in 
the occupation of the foreshore for a distance 
of about ten miles along the harbor, and to 
hold tint they have tho exclusive right 
would be to prevent tho pub'ic from using 
that harbor at the optien of the railway 
eompmy, all along that lino, which could 
not have Icon the intention of the statute. 
If the statute had intended to produce that 
result, either a grant in fee would have 
been given to the company, or special 
words would have been introduced to show 
that it was intended that the right of access 
of the public win to be destroyed. It. is not 
contended that the plan operated as u 
dedication in the strict sense of the term, 
hut that the street being shown open down 
to high water mark, the public h d the 
right, of access to the water at all tides. 
That the works constructed by tho city did 
not interfere with the operation of the rail 
way, and woio. therefore, not a derogation 
of its rights l" anted by the fpecial i-.ct re- 
ferred to ; Wells /. O. y , 7 C. and P., 410 
Tho Court delivered judgment holding 
that there was no dedication ; that the 
company had no right to alienate, but only 
themselves to hold for the purposes of their 
railway; that tho special act, sec. 18, 
vested in the company the exclusive right 
to use the foreshore iinel exclude others, 
Ordered that the appeal bo abo ved with 
judgment for the plaintiff in t hi- 
action lor trespass for §1 damages ; manda- 
tory injunction to remove Ihe obstruction 
placed on the company's works by the city, 
and the injunction continued against the 
city to prevent uny like works being con 
Btructed. 

The case will be appealed to the Supreme 
court of Canada.

sympathy of all lovers of goodness and of 
all who feel an interest in Lho well-being of 
society. Their intentions aro good, but the 
means they tako to uccompliali their object 
are not always wise. What moans aro or 
can be effoctivo ? This is the great problem 
of tho ago. No one has aa yot solved it, 
and, as far aa can bo seen, no advanco has 
been made towards its solution. 



A DEPLORABLE DISAGREEMENT. 

The disagreement between the Rev. Dr. 
Parkhurst and tho Superintendent of the 
New York polieo has become very bitter. 
This is greatly to bo regretted, for in that 
and every other city the clergy and the 
civic authorities having tho same end in 
view, the suppression of vice, should work 
cordially together. Iu New York it would 
aeem that instead of helping each other in 
this good work, they are in direct antagon- 
ism. The polico decry and ridicule tho 
efforts of the clergy and their associates, 
and the clergy have no faith iu the earnest- 
ness or the tidelity of the police. 

We see that Dr. Parkhurst is accused of 
encouraging one set of citizens to act as 
apies on another set of citizens, Dr. Park- 
hurst, we find, denies Hub, and wo are 
greatly inclined to believo that he is 
innocent of any attempt to demoralize 
young men by getting them to do the work 
of spies. The spy, even when he takes up 
the work as a profession and in a good 
«.uise, is despised, and the victims of 
eapionage, even when they are not patterns 
of virtue, are often the objects of general 
sympathy. The man who sneaks after a 
suspected person and who resorts to decep- 
tions and disguises to catch him unawares, 
even when he docs so to earn his bread, 
cauuot long maintain a sincere regard 
for truth or a preference for fair aud open 
dealing. His business and his habits must 
in time lower his moral tone. Dut for a 
clergyman to encourge manly young fel- 
lows who despise a sneak aud detest false- 
hood and underhand dealing of all kinds, 
to become amateur spies, is to us utterly 
incredible. He must see that to do such 
work must soon deprive them of youth's 
greatest charm and most attractive virtues 
— its openness, its candor, its fraukucss and 
its contidence in mankind. To set them to 
work to spy out the weaknesses and the 
wickedness of others would bo to ni»ke them 
graduates in the school of phariseeistn and 
self-righteousness— to do a certain evil to 
effect a problematical good. 

Although wo do not believe that Dr. 
Parkhurst and those who are co-operating 
with him would attempt to make tell-tales 
and sneaks of young men, we can readily 
believe that they have been made tho 
-victims of the detectives and professional 
spies whom they have employed. We see 
that one of these latter has been indicted for 
levying blackmail ou vioioua women. 
This h not at all unlikely, for 
such practices are the effects of 
the demoralization which the training of 
audi persons i3 apt to produce. The instru- 
ments which really good people use to effect 
a good object often bring reproach upon 
them and upon the work they are doing. 

Tho work of suppressing vice is most 
difficult aud most disheartening. To do it 
requires the wisdom of tho serpent com- 
bined with the harmlessnesa of the dove. 
Obstacles meet the suppressor at every turn. 
When he believes that he has done good in 
one place he finds that the evil hat broken 
out in another. He sees, too, that he is 
misunderstood by those who should aid him 
aud misrepresented alike by tho good, tho 
had and the indifferent. Dr. Parkhurst 
and those who are assisting him in the work 
in which he is engaged are entitled to the 



BRITISH COLOMBIA'S CAPA- 
BILITIES. 

Every year tho evidence is becoming 
stronger and stronger that British Colun.bia 
is one of the best fruit-growing areas on tho 
continent. The climato and soil seem well 
adapted for the growth of some kinds of 
fruit which aro much in request both iu 
Groat Britain and in tho eastern provinces 
of tho Domiuiou. 

It must not be supposed that the best 
kinds of fruit, will grow in any part of this 
Province without care and attention. To 
set trees out and then to allow them to grow 
as they may, is not the way to produce 
such fruit as will procure a roady sale in 
markets in which aro to bo found tho best 
fruits from all countries. Fruit-trees re- 
quire careful cultivation — but that thero is 
a prospect of the intelligent and skilful 
fruit-grower in British Columbia be- 
ing well rewarded may bo seen from 
tho following extract from a letter 
received by Mr. Oke't 1 , of the firm of 
Okell & Morris, of this city, from a cor- 
respondent in England, The writer says : 

The samples of fruit you sent us over 
were really £cod, especially tho apricots, 
peaches and pears ; the latter are in our 
opinion superior to those of any other 
brand we have seen on the English market. 
I often think your climate and situation is 
all iu favor of the production of fruit ot tho 
very finest quality. If your farmers and 
gardeners would plant trees of well-known 
good fruit aud devote every attention to 
their growth and general cultivation, they 
can grow fruit second to none iu tho world. 
Mind you, I do not mean to plant aDy com- 
mon trees, but the very bf.tt of every kind, 
and then to keep them clean, well pruuod 
and carefully cultivated. To obtain the 
best results you must have the best thought 
aud tho best work. Let the growers 
do their part well, and whon it 
conies to your turn to handle 
the fruit do your part well, bring to bear 
upou the work all tho firm's knowledge and 
energy, and put upon the market goods of 
the first quality, aud when they come over 
to England they will command a quick aud 
an enormous sale. What we want in Eng- 
land, especially for eating, are goods of the 
finest quality. Goods of this sort will 
always fetch their price and are never a 
drug in the market. Produce tho article iu 
food of tho very best quality anil it is half 
sold. The very great demand there would 
be for it in the Mother Country cannot be 
estimated. Impress upon the growers that 
the best pays tho best. Pear3, prunes, 
peaches, apricots und cherries will be in tho 
greatest demand, while black currants, 
damsons and raspberries will Bell well but 
not so readily. Before I close my letter 
allow me once more to urge you to go in for 
first quality ; with this attained neither you 
nor the growers need bo in the least afraid 
to place upou tho English market auy 
quantity of your produce. It will sell. 

Tho writer very properly insists upon 
growing the best kinds of fruit and putting 
it up in the best way. Carelessness in these 
particulars lias done much harm to some 
kinds of Canadian products. It never does 
to send to the English market an inferior 
article or even a good article in a slovenly 
shape. The bust goods packed in thu neat- 
est way will be well received and will give 
them a good character in the market. Pains 
and expense are not wasted in making goods 
for tho British market pleasant to the eyo. 
We trust that the information and tho sug- 
gestions of Mr. Okell's correspondent will 
not bo lost on British Columbia fruit- 
growers aud fruit-preservera. 

FRANCS' AND CANADA. 

Sir Charles Tupper has of late been doing 
his best to improve the trade relations be- 
tween France and Canada. There is rea- 
son to believo that his efforts have not 
been in vain. This is what the Canadian 
Gazette says about the negotiations : 

The efforts of the Dominion Government 
to negotiate a commercial treaty with 
Trance have happily met with the cordial 
support of an important section of tho 
Parisian press, and iu France the metro- 
politan preas is even more expressive of tho 
sentiments of the whole nation than it is 
with us in England, In another column we 
summarize the cogent mid sympathetic edi- 
torial of Republique Francaise, and we 
find in that serviceable journal, PaiU- 
Canada, tho Equally favorable comments of 
the Siecle nnd. Parti National. They agree 
that however potent may be the objection 
of some French Protectionists to commer- 
cial treaties in general, the proposed Cana- 
dian agreement is based on equitable give- 
and-take principles. Canada has always 
treated France with far greater commercial 
consideration than has the United States, 
and all she now asks is that France should 
give her the benefit of the minimum tariff 
which is now extended to the Republic. 
Canada has, moreover, by the substantial 
subsidy she offers to a Franco-Canadian 
steamship service iu conjunction with the 
Anglo-Canadian fast service, given tangible 
proof of her desire for closer trade reU- 
tioiis. Sentiment und policy alike com- 
mend Sir Charles Tupper's mission to the 
attention of the French Government. 



ing to introduco a policy of worry and nag- 
ging with respect to Canada will bo of little 
avail. In ono of his messages to tho Sonato 
President Cleveland expressed hhnsolf in 
tho following sensiblo way : " Our social 
and commorcial intercourse with thoso po- 
pulations who have beon placed upon our 
borders and made forover our neighbors is 
mado apparent by a list of United States 
common carriers, marine and inland, con- 
necting their lines with Canada. This inter- 
course is still but partially developed, aud if 
tho amieablo enterpriso and wholesomo riv- 
alry betweon tho two populations bo not 
obstructed the Province of tho futuro is full 
of tho fruits of unbounded prosperity on 
both sides of tho border." 

" Amicable enterpriso and wholesomo riv- 
alry " is a happy phrase, and expresses in 
the best and liveliest way tho relation that 
should exist in everything that rolates to 
progress and improvement between the citi- 
zens of the United States and tho people of 
Canada.

MAIL FACILITIES. 

Tho Post Office Inspector's explanation 
relative to the mail communication between 
the cities on the coast aud tho towns and 
mining catnp3 In lho Kootcnay district is 
altogether satisfactory. Accidents und un- 
foreseen delays must bo looked for on a now 
mail route through a difficult country, par- 
ticularly at tho setting in of winter, but it 
U seeu that tho Post Ollice Department has 
made the best possible arrangement under 
lho circumstances. A contract has beon 
entered into with an energetic and 
reliable man to giro all the towns 
in the district two mails a week 
each way. If tho trips ate regularly 
made, und they will bo regularly mado if 
it is at all possible, tho miners in tho Koo- 
tenay district will .have nothing to com- 
plain of in the matter of mail accommodation. 
If they get their letters and newspapers 
twieo a week they will not feel lonely. 
They will know what is going on in the 
world, aud they will he able, which to them 
is quite aa important, to keep outsiders well 
posted as to wdiat they are doing aud how 
they are getting ou. It is evident that 
there is no fear of tho Post Office Depart- 
ment neglecting the Kootcnay district. Mr. 
Fletcher, post office inspector, is strongly 
impressed with its importance to the pro- 
vince and tho Dominion. Ho is, besides, 
an energetic and conscientious ollioer, anil 
will not fail to do his part towards getting 
for it, as it developes, all tho postal facilities 
that it is possible to extend to it.

Enthusiastic Meeting Jlekl at tho Sir 
William Wallace Hall Last 
Evening. 



Committees Organized for the Purpose 
of Selecting Candidates for 
the Wards. 

The meeting of the newly formed Citizens' 
association called for last ovening at tho 
Sir William Wallaco hall, -was very Urgely 
attended, tho room being crowded to tho 
doors. There wero a number of speeches 
made, tho association was put on a basis of 
moro permanent organization, a number of 
now members handod in their names, ward 
committees wero appointed for the purposo 
of selecting candidates for the coming muni- 
cipal olection, and finally after having been 
in Bession for aomowliat less than an hour, 
an adjournment was made until Monday 
night. 

Among others present were tho following, 
who have signed tho roll as members of the

G. Cameron, E. Hallitt, F. Fell, John 
Bennett, T. Asplaud, Hon. J. H. Turner, 
Robt. Ward, Capt. Hickey, L. H. Northoy, 
C. Williams, J. Hagarty, O. Elworthy, W. 
McMillan, Beaumont Hoggs, W. Walker, 
R. Erakine, W. S. Hampson, K. Carmiohae), 

H. Seabroek, W. Pourie, M, I'oung, J.

Hogarth 
anil A. Henderson, There wero ii, numbor 
of others present who did not join, one 
of the alleged reasons of their not 
doing so being that owing to tho crowded 
condition of the hill it was impossible to 
got near the tabhvwhere tho secretary was 
taking the names and receiving tho SI ad- 
mission fee agreed upon to pay the ex- 
penses of the campaign. 

At the outset the chair was occupied by 
Major Nicholles, with Mr. B. Gordon act- 
ing as secretary. This was tho arrange- 
ment at the previous meeting, until a more 
permanent organization should bo made. 
Tho minutes of the previous meeting wero 
then read and approved, and afterwards, on 
motion of Mr. Robert Ward, seconded by 
Hon. J. H. Turner, Mr. 1!. Gordon was up- 
pointed permanent chairman. Mr. D. R. 
Ker then nominated Mr. Beaumont Boggs 
as honorary secretary, Mr. G. Leiser second- 
ing the motion, which was carried unani- 
mously. 

After some desultory discussion, Major 
Nicholles moved, seconded by Hon. Mr. 
Turner, "That a committee of live from 
each ward bo chosen to select candidates for 
mayor and aldermen for tho Council year of 
1893." 

There was an amendment to this resolu- 
tion, moved by Mr. J. Burns, seconded by 
Mr. Kelly, that tho number of names on 
the committee be throo instead of five, but 
tho original motion carried. 

Mr. O. Hayward, chairman of the Board 
of I'ublic School Trustees, drew attention 
to the fact that under amendments to the 
School act made at the last session of the 
Legislature, school trustees were to be 
elected at the same tinio as mayor and 
aldermen, and ho thought, as the matter of 
the tdiioation of the young was a most im- 
portant one, some arrangement should bs 
made by the association to provide for the 
nomination and assist in tho election of 
suitable men. Ho therefore movod, 
seconded by Mr. J. W. Carey, "that the 
ward committees which were to select can- 
didates for tho three wards should also 
select two men from each ward— fit and pro- 
per persons— to act aa school trustees." 

This motion was carried, the seconder 
speaking at some length. 

Mr. J. S. Yates inquired if a constitution 
hud been drawn up for tho new organization. 
Ho said that he understood tho association 
was not to bo a temporary, but a permanent 
one, and if such wete the ease, those who 
j lined would wish to know why they joined 
and what they joined. He suggested that, 
if tho Citizens' Association were to be a 
permanent thing, a committee should be 
named to frame a constitution. 

Mr. C. E. Redfern also spoke as to the 
necessity of haying the school trustees 
selected by the committee for each ward. 
Ho was followed by Mr. A. G. Flumcrfelt, 
who briefly explained what the object of the 
Citizens' association was. Ho said that 
many business men and others who would 
make the most suitable men for aldermen, 
had been debarred from running, because 
they were unahlo to spare she time neces- 
sary to ensure their election. They would 
not have time to canvass and do the whole 
of the other work incidental to running an 
election. The association has been formed 
for the purpose of assisting these men, and 
in this way it was hoped that some men, 
who would not otherwise offer themselves, 
might he induced to come out. 

The nominations to the committees from 
tho various wards resulted as is shown by 
the subjoined list. There were a number 
of nanus suggested, but the gentlemen de- 
clined to serve from business pressure and 
other reasons. The committees are as fol- 
low .s :— 

North Ward— -Messrs. J. Whittaker, R. 
Erskine, J. Muirbead, K. Seabrook and 
Andrew Gray. 

Cektbe Ward— Messrs. G. Leiser, D. R. 
Ker, D. R. Voting, T. Earle, M.P., and T. 
I>. I'icrson. 

SOUTH Waiid — Messrs. Wm. Wilson, A. 

B. Gray, J. Nicholles, J. P. Burgess and 
W. P. Pendray. 

After tho committees had been named a 
discussion was started by Mr. H. Lewis, 
who said he wished to ascertain if the 
association was to bo one of business men, 
as stated, or whether it was to hoof citizens. 
He said he thought as good men could be 
found among tho artisans as among tho busi- 
ness men for aldermen, ami tho working 
mon's vote in the city was one which should 
be respected. With the object of the meet- 
ing and of tho association ho hud full 
sympathy, as he wanted only to boo the 
best men on the council board ; but he did 
think that tho worklngmon and laborers 
and artisans of tho city should not be 
ignored. (Applutso.) 

Thu chairman read over the list of names 
on tho threo ward committees and ex- 
plained that there were on this list men 
who might ho fairly considered to be 
artisans, and in fact, there were repre- 
sentatives of about every class in tho city. 

Hon. J. II. Turner also explained thai 
there must have been soniu misapprehension 
as to thu obje.'L of thu association, which 
was ono of oitlzone, and not, of purely buai- 
ness men. The assistance of tin 
artisans ami worklngmon of the 
cily was needed and expected, for 
they, too, were as much interested as any- 
one in seeing t he affairs of the corporation 
in tho hands of men capable and energetic, 
who would use their best efforts to carry on 



the business of the city on business- lines. 
(Applauso. ) If there was not. an nrtizan's 
name on tho ward committees, he was in 
favor and would strongly support tho put- 
ting of ono on. (Applauso.) 

iSlr. Alexander Wilson spolto at somo 
length, ridiculing thu idea of tho proposition 
that a man was u business man only because 
he sold sugar or tea or grain. (Laughter.) 
He was in favor of helping forward, those 
men who had shown, by rising out of their 
workshops into public notice, that they had 
tho material in them that successful men 
were made of. Ho also thought that care 
should bo taken to have proper school 
trustees nominated. 

Tho last speukor of tho evening was 
Major Nicholles, who again stated what tho 
association had been formed for. It was 
not to elect as aldermen what wero called 
"business" men, but rather to choose men 
who had good business common sense — men 
who could act for themselves. Tho present 
Mayor represented the Mayor and Council, 
and he thought next year's Board of Alder- 
mon should be such that tho Mayer would 
be relegated to his proper position. Ho 
told how tho first meeting hail been called 
by a few men who wanted to seo something 
done towards tho election of a good Board 
of Aldermen, and in this as in everything else 
started in Victoria, thero woro always lots 
of men who would cry out ''Something 
should bo done," and then when any ono 
took hold and tried to do something these 
very men who would not aot for themselves 
wero tho first to squabblo over it. 

After tho conclusion of Major Nicholles, 
remarks two motions to adjourn wero made, 
and it was finally decided to meet aguiu on 
Monday evening next. This next meeting 
is to be one of the association, and then thu 
candidates for the various wardB will be 
announced. 



THE KOOTENAY MAIL SERVICE. 

Mr. E. II. Fletcher Explains What Has" Ileeu 
Done, to Give the I'ubllc Satis- 
faction. 

Mr. E. H. Fletcher, post-office inspector 
for tho Province, was asked yesterday for 
information as to the complaint made of tho 
mail service in the Kootenuy country.

Last winter the Nelson people 
only had a weekly service by pack train, 
but this winter we are endeavoring to do 
considerably better, and really tho winter 
service, so long as navigation is open, will 
he as good as in tho summer. True enough 
thero may hare been, and aa a matter of 
fact thore was, a temporary delay in the 
service between Kuslo and Nelson, and Nel- 
son und Victoria, but this was while the 
chango was being made from tho summer to 
tho winter contract. This latter contract 
haa been entered into to provide for 
the winter months, and its execution 
is in tho hands of Captain Troup 
of tho Columbia jc Kootenuy Navigation 
Co., a pushing, energetic man, who, I am 
sure, will carry it out to tho best of his 
ability. Tho contract calls for two mails 
per week from Nelson to Victoria und the 
same number inwards, and whatever bene- 
fits in this particular are enjoyed by Nelson 
will be participated in by Kaslo, Pilot Bay. 
Aiusworth and Balfour. When navigation 
closes entirely and it is impossible to run 
the steamers any longer, thero will be a 
mail each way every five (leys by pack- 
train. Tho steamer on Kootenuy lake is 
being ironed over to enable her to cut 
through a moderate thickness of ice and it 
ia expected the pack-train will only have to 
run tor four to six weeks." .

Austrian Ttoyalty Coining to America 
— A Grave Political Crisis 
in Germauy. 



London, Deo. 11. — A huge purty con. 
siBting of royalty and nobility assemblo 1 at 
Windsor Castlo yestoriUy to greet Crown 
Prince Ferdinand of Roumania, who cumo 
to visit his fiancee, Princess Marie, daugh- 
ter of the Duke of Edinburgh. Too wed- 
ding will occur nt Sigmaringen, Prussia, 
and the Duchess of Edinburgh and Princess 
Mario will leave for that place on Thursday 
to prepare for it. 

The unseating of members of parliament 
returned at the last general election goes 
merrily on, much to the satisfaction of 
Liberals and the corresponding disgust ami 
chagrin of Conservatives, The latest mem- 
ber to lose his seat is Horatio David Da vies, 
a Conservative returned from Rochester by 
a majority of 407 over Frederick BrunniDg 
Madison, Gladstonian. The Liberals tent 
in a petition under the corrupt practices act 
against the election of Davics. The judges 
to day handed down a decision depriving 
him ot his seat on tho ground of bribery, 
which consisted of treating electors. 

Archbishop Vaughn's letter, inviting as 
many Catholics as can do so to join in the 
jubilee pilgrimage to Home, was read to- 
day in all the Roman Catholic churches. 
The letter also enjoined the eollecl ion of 
Peter's pence. The pilgrims will be led by 
the Duke of Norfolk, and _are expected to 
arrive iu Rome February 17 next. 

W hile returning to Eunis to-day from an 
election, Timothy M. Healy and other mem- 
bers of parliament were attacked with 
atones and missiles. The carriage windows 
wero smashed and the woodwork was 
broken. E. M. Chance, member of parlia- 
ment, was injured. 

Iu response to tko representations of the 
United States Government the British Gov- 
ernment has informed the Uuited States 
legation that no ground can be found for 
the belief that Mrs. Maybriek's condition is 
critical or threatens to become so. In caso 
she becomes worse the Government will in- 
form the legation immediately. 

Tho British steamship Dillabortr, from 
Vecchi for Middleborough, was wrecked oil' 
the long Band near Harwich lafet night. In 
response to her signals a lifeboat was sent 
out. Tho ship, however, was already going 
to pieces and Captain Davies had already 
died of cold in the rigging. After prolonged 
efforts the ship was boarded, but only one 
seaman was found and he died of exposure 
before he could be removed. It was learned 
that tho crew, numbering 14 men, had put 
offina small boat when the vessel struck 
and by six hours of hard woik eight of them 
bad reached a lightship in Eafety. A 
schooner is said to have been wrecked early 
this morning near the Dilsberg. 

Hon. H. VY. Cross, ex member of Parlia- 
ment, is dead. Cross was the eldest son of 
Viscount Cross, K.C.B. He was boru in 
1 S1G, in Cheshire, and was educated at 
Rugby and Oxford. He was a barrister, 
and had Bat aa a Conservative for tho West 
diviiion since August, 1SSS. 

Tho Daily Chronicle publishes an inter- 
view with Dairy Commissioner Robertson, 
of Canada, concerning the agricultural de- 
pression. Low prices and foreign competi- 
tion had caused the trouble, lie said, both 
in England and Canada. The Dominion 
had also a progressive tight toward McKin- 
leyism among her people. McKinley ism 
could not help the English farmers. The 
revival of protection would not be tho ex- 
pected panacea. The remedy lies in the 
higher education of tho farmers in agricul- 
tural matters and co-operative methods. 

The Chronicle says that the Government 
has decided practically to introduce Im- 
perial penny postage. 

According to the Standard's weather re- 
ports, intense cold and heavy snowfall is re- 
ported from North and Centra! Spain. The 
Whole of Central and Southern Russia was 
visited for three days by an exceptionally 
Bevere blizzard. Such severity has been un- 
known in Moscow for eight years All the 
railways except the Nikolai are blocked 
with snow, and direct communication with 
tho south is interrupted. Some lines have 
entirely stopped. During a heavy snow 
squall off Dunkirk to-day, a fishing boat 
was capsized and fivo of her crew drowned. 

Dispatches from Munich say that crazy 
King Otto, of Bavaria, is growing rapidly 
worse. He is by turns sullen and violent, 
has lost his appetite and is troubled with 
insomnia. Dr. Mueller, physician in ordin- 
ary to his majesty, expressed the opinion, 
although not for publication in Germany, 
that if properly treated tho king would 
atill be curable. In fact, he submitted it 
as his opinion to the ministry, that change 
of air and scenery might per- 
manently restore the king's mind. Dr. 
Mueller reported also to the cabinet 
that Otto exrresBed hia wish to go to 
Munich, where he has not been for 12 years. 
As soon as Dr. Mueller's ollicial report 
came up for consideration a privy council 
waa held and Dr. Mueller was suddened re- 
moved to tho University of Wurzburg. 
Otto remained where he was, a prisoner in 
Forstenried castle. Dr. Mueller does not 
imply that the present regent, Leopold, 
wilfully causes King Otto to bo ill-treated. 
He means that a certain clique at court, for 
their own purposes and interests, encourag- 
c 1 the neglect and abuse of the crazy sover- 
eign and manage to keep the prince regent 
ill-informed as to the patient's condition. 
Personally the prince regent does not in- 
quire at I astle Forstenried and none of the 
couriers have seen Otto since his brother's 
death. Dr. Mueller siys the king still real- 
izea hia position, and otten rings the bell for 
the sole purpose that he may hear the 
attendant address him as " Your mojeaity. " 

" El Yeidiz " states that the Sultan of 
Turkey has become tin: plaything of those 
who surround him. He is in great terror of 
his personal safety, and those about him 
invent some imaginary plot and upset it 
everyday. By this means of working on 
Abdul Hamid's feelings they obtain every- 
thing they wish. Yeidiz says this will end 
in a cataclysm some day, which will ship- 
wreck the Ottoman empire. 

Dr. Brouardel denies the rumors that he 
has found evidence that Baron Reinach'e 
death was duo to unnatural causes. Le Lilro 
Parole nevertheless persists that the exam- 
ination revealed that death was duo to acon- 
ite poisoning. 

Tho Portuguese minister of war haR re- 
signed, owing to the failure of tho cabinet 
to ugrco upon hia proposed army reform. 
The stability of the cabinet ia threatened. 
Prime Minister Ftrriora will refer tho mat- 
ter to the Cortes, and ho will aak for a voto 
of confidence. 

Scnor Sagusta has formed a new cabinet 
in Spain, tho porsonnol of which ia as fol- 
lows : Minister of foreigu affairs, tho Mar- 
quis da Armigo ; minister of finance, Mou- 
toro Rioas ; minister of public works, 
Motet ; minister of war, Doininguez ; miu-

iiter of tho interior, Gonzales j minister of 
o )1 mies, Maura. Tho selection of a min- 
iitor of marine is still unsettled. The cab- 
inct'.i support is composed of Moderate Re- 
publicans ami Liberals. 

In recent conversation with Lieut. Rages, 
a military attache of the American legatiopj 
tho KaiBer expressed regret that b. cause of 
the distance he could not visit tho Chicago 
Columbian exposition. The Government 
will grant 70,000 marks for exhibits of tho 
Prussian school system at the World's Fair. 

A grave crisin may i oiur in Germany at 
any moment. Berlin talks of nothing hut 
tho rebuff Buffered by Chancellor von Cap- 
rivi over tho army bill, owing to the atti- 
tude of the Centre party. Tho Chancellor's 
reply, hinting at a dissolution of the reioh- 
Btag, comes under the category of good 
news to his opponents who would bo re- 
turned with a sweeping majority. Cuprivi's 
resignation is loudly talked of, and it is re- 
garded as a necessity, as the Cnahoellor is 
entirely out of touch with the people. 
Count von Eulenberg, Heir Miguel, Gen. 
Baron von Lowe, Gen, von Hapuko and 
Count von (Valderaee are the names on tho 
tip of every tongue, as likely to be Cuprivi's 
successors, but the last named would accept 
only under pressure. 

A fire in a dwelling house iu Fredericks- 
burg, a suburb of Copenhagen, caused the 
loss of seven lives of persons who jumped 
from windows. 

Archduke Franz Ferdinand, heir presump- 
tive to the Austrian throne, ia ailing, and 
consequently it is uncertain when he will bo 
able to start on his tour of tho world. Bis 
baggage is all ready, io fact, 20 of his 07 
trunks have been sent on board the cruiser 
Empress Elizabeth, which lies in Trieste 
harbor awaiting the beginning of her 11 
months' voyage. The Archduke will take 
with him three General's uniforms and IS 
others, besides dozens of hunting suits and 
One hundred and 
mi -1,000 explos- 
ive cartridges have been stored on ship- 
board. The rest of the bunting outfit is 
sufficient for a party of 15 sportsmen. The 
total cost of all this equipment has been 
850,000 florins. The Emp $ s Elizabeth 
will proceed through the Sin z canal to Aden, 
thence, after a threo days' stop, to Cl'iton, 
where the Archduke will hunt elephants, 
and then to Bombay. Tho Archduke will 
abandon the ship thero temporarily to visit 
Calcutta, Agra, Lahore, Delhi and Btnares. 
Besides pursuing his ethnographical and 
zoological studies in company with Dr. Lor- 
enz von L'burna, of his party, the Arch- 
duke will hunt tigers in the jungles. 

Late in February the Empress Elizabeth 
will sail for Java, and early in April, if the 
sturt be made in this month, will arrive in 
Sydney. After 10 or 15 days in Australia 
the party will proceed to various groups of 
South Soa islands. Late in June the party 
will be in Shim. Thence they will go to 
Hongkong, Canton, Shangai, Yokohama 
and-Tokio. In tho fall the Archduke will 
visit, incognito, the World's Fair in Chi- 
cago. The Empress Elizibeth will Bail 
homeward from an Asiatic port via the 
SutZ canal, while the Archduke and his 
party will travel hack to Europe, via New 
York and Liverpool on one of the fust trans- 
Atlantic steamships. While in the United 
States tho Archduke will devote most of the 
time passed outside of Chicago in the Cali- 
fornia gold mines, in the Rocky Mountains, 
in Salt Lake City, at Niagara Falls and in 
New York. Tho Archduke's companions 
will be Count Wurt brand Stupuch, Henry, 
Count Chin Martini, Lieutenant Baron l'ro- 
ney, Dr. Yon Liburnau of the Imperial 
museum of natural history, and Ilerr Hod- 
ska, who will look after the preserving of 
the zoological specimens. The object of the 
tour is to educate the Archduke in the ways 
of all nations und to afford an opportunity 
for Bcientitio observations. Commander 
Yon Booker of the Empress Elizabeth is one 
of the best otlicers iu the Austrian navy, 
In 1SS0 he vent ou the Arctic expedition of 
the Pandora. 

The Ribot cabinet in Franc is a surprise 
to everybody, including Ribot himself. Ho 
was talked of lust February before Carnot 
llscovered Loubet, but was not then asked. 
He is able, but perhaps adventurous; nor is 
it thought judicious that tho foreign minis- 
ter should also be president of the council. 
The use of the president of the council is to 
keep the ministers in order, to moderate 
their zeal, apply two minds instead of one 
ti difficult question?. Ribot, moreover, is 
i hot partisan of the Franco-Russian alli- 
ance. It may be doubted whether St. 
Petersburg will receive his appointment 
with enthusiasm. The aim is to tame the 
friendship of St. Petersburg, not to stimulate 
Nor is this the. moment when a minister 
with a future as Ribot has, or had, need 
to become Prime Minister. There is 
no sure promise of stability for his or any 
other ministry. The chamber is completely 
out of hand. Parties aro split up. The 
various factions of the Republicans are irre- 
conclllables, more hostile to one another 
than to the Royalists. The Panama ques- 
tion must be faced. The Radicals thought 
they were coming in by the help of the 
Panama, scandal, and are not pleased with 
tho turn things are taking, nor is Briason, 
us a politician, pleased. The probabilities 
of elevating the Panama committee into a 
committee of public safety are tomawbat 
diminished. 

Saturday was the day appointed for the 
great Cardinals' Consistory, at which thir- 
teen new cardinals would have been created. 
All tho documents were not, however, in 
readiness, and tho Supremo Pontiff gave 
directions that all matters should be in 
order by Saturday next. At tho same time 
no definite now date for the assembling of 
tho cardinals has been fixed, owing to tho 
fact that the Pope, whose health recently 
has not been of the best,, has been occupied 
with the consideration of matters relating 
to the church in Europe and of great im- 
port. It is taken for granted in high 
ecclesiastical circles that Archbishop Ireland 
will bo one of the new cardinals. 

The Panama scandal continues to engrosi 
public attention. All the papers publish 
long articles on the scandal, the tenor of 
which depends entirely upon the political 
leanings of the journals. Lo Figaro urges 
the Government to get M. Herz, one of the 
partners in I he banking house of which tho 
late Baron Reinach was the head, to speak 
regarding the connection of that house with 
the affairs of tho Panama Canal Co., tl o in- 
ference being that he will be able to explain 
many points about which doubts now exist. 
In the course of the article, Le Figaro re- 
calls how, thanks to Clemenceau and 
Sarrien, Herz was enabled to found 
an Electric Transmission company, with 
a capital of 1,250,000 francs, and that 
through this and other transactions, in 
which ho was assisted by his connection 
with men holding ministerial positions, ho 
accumulated a considerable fortune. Tho 
paper further says that Baron Reinach spent 
tho greater part of tho last hours of his life 
with Herz. Only a few minutes after leav- 
ing Herz Reinach returned to hia residence 
and that night died under circumstances 
that led tho government to make an autopsy 
to determine whether he died from natural 
causes. or committed suicide. On tho san 
night that Reinach died Herz atartcd for 
London, and Lo Figaro expresses a strong 
desiro to have the public informed aa to 
what caused his sudden departure.

TI1E PLANTER SAILS. 
The barkentino Planter sailed for Hono- 
lulu yesterday, being better prepared for a 
voyage this time than before. The Ameri- 
can tug Discovery readied port about noon 
Sunday, and as everything was in readiness 
on board tho Planter, which was anchored 
in tho stream some distance off tho Outer 
wharf, no trouble was had either with the 
union men ashore or with the signing of the 
fivo non-union sailors who arrived from 
Port Townsend. As soon as all tho work 
of tho custom house ollicials was com- 
pleted, a hawser from tho tug waa passed 
to the larger vessel and both boats left for 
sea. All tho Planter's cargo, however, was 
not re-loaded, there being about 70,000 
feet left behind, on which duty will have to 
bo paid. In reloading the cargo, precau- 
tions were taken not to pile tho lumbar so 
high on the deck and when the vessel sailed 
she had nbout live feet in height less than 
before. 

THE LOKNE DID THE BUSINESS. 

Tug Lome, Capt. Urquhart, will bo kept 
! busy this week. Sho lett port last evening 
with tho bark Chili for sea. Returning, 
she will go up to Vancouver and take the 
Grasmere, lumber laden for the West coast, 
out beyond the Cape. Her next work will 
be to tow the bark George Thompson from 
the Fraser to EsqulmB.lt, where she will be 
beached and an examination of her hull 
made, to ascertain tho amount of damage 
sustained by her recent grounding. While 
aground in the I'raser, when tho Lome went 
to her assistance on Saturday last, the 
Thompson had the snag boat Samson, the 
Vancouver tug Velos, and two other boats 
trying to pull her off, but unsuccessfully. 
After the Lome had been working about 
her for a quarter of an hour, sho was left 
anchored in the stream u, short distance 
from the place sho ran aground. 

THE DISABLED ZAMBESI. 

Mr. E. P. Thompson, the promoter of the 
company which is to run tho Zambesi be- 
tween Honolulu, Puget Sound und Victoria, 
had a final chat yesterday with Capt. Ross 
in regard^to the accident that recently befel 
the steamer. The Captain leaves for Japan 
to-day, and on his arrival in Yokohama will 
bavo tho Zambesi repaired at once and bring 
her across himself. Sho will be put on us 
an experimeut, and if successful on the 
Honolulu line will be followed by other and 
better boats. 

THE SAN FRANCISCO STEAMER ARRIVES. 

Steamship Umatilla from San Francisco 
reached port at 1 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. She had ou board almost 10U tons of 
freight for Victoria, besides a large amount 
for tho Sound. The passengers who landed 
here were: Wm. Webster, Mrs. H. Findlay, 
Mrs. H. W. L. Couperus, F. M. Black, P. 
Harder, Miss Ellis, j. McDowell. 

WATCHING THK SMUGGLERS. 

The U. S. revenue cutter Oliver Wolcott 
arrived Sunday and remained in port until 
yesterday noon. Her mission is said to be 
that of watching a few suspected smuggling 
crafts in port. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The repairs being made to the steamer 
Thistle will he completed by the end of this 
week, and next week tho vessel will be 
ready for service. 

Tho new yacht being built by MoFee 
Bros, is rapidly Hearing completion. It is 
expected she will be launched by tho last of 
this month. 

The auction sale of the schooner Otto, 
which was to have taken place this morn- 
ing, has been indefinitely pos'poned.

MASTERS AND MATES OF SEALERS 

To Tin-: Editor : — According to the 
British and Canadian shipping la,v, as it 
was interpreted to us, none but competent 
. persons could sail as masters or mates of 
any English or Canadian vessel. Vessels 
under 100 tons register could carry masters 
or niate3 without certificates in coastwise 
trade, but outside of certain limits, passed 
men had to be employed, although it is often 
■ evaded by a passed man clearing the vessel 
when in reality he was only mate. In Vie- 
; toria it does not seem necessary to even do 
this, as very few of the sealing fleet carry 
even one competent man. Prominent seal- 
ing firms in this city, in their jealous rival- 
ry to obtain the best hunters, hesitate at 
nothing to procure them. When they can- 
not obtain them by any other niouns, they 
give them charge of the vessels, paying 
them better wages and lay than the mas- 
ters get, when they have not even one 
qualification enabling them to take charge, 
depending altogether on the competent man 
they carry as mate, who navigates the ves- 
sel and nurses them through the voyage 
The consequence of this stato of things is 
that tho majority of the ship masters in 
Victoria, men who h ivo served their 
time in all the different capa- 
cities that tho shipping law elsewhere 
requires, are to-day without vessels, and in 
another year will all have to take interior 
positions under so-called masters, who know 

absolutely nothing about a vessel. 

Nine-tenths of the hunters out of -this 
•port have no experience whatever that a 

igeaman should have. Their knowledge of a 
vessel is nothing more than niiy passenger 
■would have by making repeated trips on a 
weasel, and, should anything happen the 
master, the schooner would be in much the 
same plight as a passenger vessel which had 
lost her officers. As an illustration-— the 
case of the Oscar and Hattie and Pathfinder; 
both vessels were, in a manner, lost, had it 
not been fora near harbor in the cas3 of the 
first, and in the latter another schooner 
coming opportunely along, which had a nav- 
igator, besides thu master, who took charge, 



and enabled her to conllnuo her voyago. 
This stato of things will continue as long as 
the government makes no investigation or 
tho insurance companies tako no aotiou. 
Tho present Shipping act was brought into 
forco not so much for the protection of pro- 
perty as for the protection of tho lives of 
those engaged ; and in what business are 
there more men employed than in tho seal- 
ing business ? The largest sailing ships 
carry no moro men then one of tho sealing 
schooners, and while ships aro obliged to 
carry at least two competent men who huve 
complied with ull tho Board of Trade regu- 
lation*, tho Victoria scaling Bchooners that 
are obliged to cruise in far moro dangerous 
localities, both home and abroad, arc not 
obliged to carry even one. 

Masters of vessels out of tho port of Vic- 
toria havo submitted to low wages, and 
have often seen several of their crew paid 
off with lurger amounts than themselves, 
and havo as yet said nothing; but when it 
comes to sailing under incompetent and in- 
experienced captains, just because the 
owners can not obtain them as hunters in 
any other way, we think it is time to speak 
antl cull thu attention of the Board of Trade, 
also the Insurance companies, to tho matter 
and let them know the risks they actually 
take. In Eastern shipping ports the ship- 
ping law requires all candidates for certifi- 
cates to produce a certificate of a servitude 
of seven years actual time, two years of 
which time must havo been as first mate, 
Tho candidate must then pass a titriot ex- 
amination, where he must finish his work in 
a specified timo and under the eyo of the 
examiner. 

We consider, as tho Dominion Shipping 
law has compelled us, at a largo expense to 
ourselves, to obtain tho necessary certifi- 
cates before we can tako command of ves- 
sels, it should now protect us in eomo 
measure. At present wo bavo no protec- 
tion. Hunters who make more than we do 
as hunters, are taking, or will be taking, 
our bread from us altogether. Behring 
Sea, the coast of KamtschatUa and Japan 
aro not coasting waiers; at least not for 
Canadian vessels. We respectfully ask for 
the attention of tho proper authorities, also 
the insurance companies, and respectfully ask 
their support to what wo think our rights in 
this mat ter.
